The ferry being estab- 
lished, and communication being open to the 
civilized world, a postolliec was selected, and 
I,'1-. A. I). Jones, at present a prominent cil'l7.en 
wns appointed postmaster, who, limling it more 
convenient lo use his bat for an ollice than any 
other place, as the settlers were so scattered, 
used thai article of clothing for mail purposes. 
To Ibis day, Jlr. Junes is pointed out to the 
stranger in Omaha's lirsl. posUillice; and as be 
rode over the prn'uic the settlers ran allei him 
o gather tidings from home. At present 
"Jmaba handles several tons of mail n day. es 
.he Overland, China and Japan mails are nil 
ircrhaiiled here, before shipment west; and 
he Government is building an immense stone 
structure for cnslom and mail facilities. Tlie 
npnearanco of Omaha lo tbe s'.ranger is pe- 
culiar; its broad and level street-; running back 
to the river hilli, present an openness not found 
in many cities. On each side the one-story 
frame buildings, so common to the ivcst. they 
look like fechleattempts at architecture: but now 
nml then a spacious block intervenes, nnd a 
mammoth hotel looms up to relieve the eye of 
these superficial cotton-wood slrect shanties. 
The old terrilorinl Capitol, on Ninth street, 
was nbiuidoned for n mammoth building on 
Capitol 1 lili, which was built of brick and sur- 
rounded by brick pillars painted white. Here, 
in early days, Ibe territorial enactments wore 
made; laws not heard of in other lands and all

Garden Culture of tlia Strawberry. 


\Ve inns!, not forget tiiat in gardening, what 


is be^l, Co]' one person to do is not always the 
bi'V, for anolhci ; and farther, that what, is 
right and propel for any one of us to do at one 
lime, or under one circumstance, is not always 
the best to be done hi every cjise. 


This esjiccially is true of iliuwbcrry culture, 


and is to sum,; extent recognised by societies 
and in catalogues where we Iind lusts of fruits 
ai rayed sepanitely. accordingly iis the;, are de- 
sildhie to the amateui or tlie uuu'kel grower. 
II is well known that as ,i general thing tlie one 
who glows his own fruit—fruit for his own 
use—will not look so intensely at productive- 
ness as to become almost blind lo superior flavor 
and other good [minis; while tlie rnaiket giow- 
er—know ing the public weakness for a good 
stoinaeh-fali, aud 
lli.it to it a strawberry is a 


Mrawl'i'rry anil seldom anjthiiig more—will re- 
gard tiie number ot bushels to the acre its 
among the most interesting figures in the 
record. 


Jt is just so with strawberry culture. And 


yet wo re,id essiiys on t h e ' • best" method of 
growing strawberries, jis if there could possibly 
he but,"the one bust u.iy; when leally the best 
depends on tlie time, place and objects of tbe 
grower. 


Just now some of our cotempoiarics aie ex- 


ercised us to autumn planting. Some contend 
it, is a humbug, while others praise il. as the 
great, time above all others, and write about it 
as if thiu'o could possibly be tut oilier way in 
ubieh the stiawberry plant, could be made to 
grow ; yet here, iis in the quality of the fruit, 
ir, ni.dci" all tlie dill'crencc whether one grows 
for market or not. 


Wo need not here give our reasons, but we 


may say briefly that few market growers will 
plant extensively ill Ihe fall of the \car; but 
for amateurs who have time to do it well, fall 
planting has many advantages. 
Pur instance, 


if set liiil early ami cure be given to gel, strong 
plants, iind encouragement given them lo grow, 
which Ihej will do Till frost sets in. quite a good 
crop w i l l result in Ihe nexl sea-son. To some 
extent a season is saved. 
Thus many varieties 


e:iu he tested, and much pleasure derived from 
ex|R'rimonls made in Ibis way. Those who 
have plants to sell do not a.s a general ildc like 
fo sell plants in late summer or cat Iy fall, be- 
cause plants are produced on a succession ol 
limners, and if the first strong plant made be 
taken oil' eaily, all the, succeeding runnels are 
wiisted.

The grave economic question of conserving 


fbroats itus recently, hi several pints of Europe, 
been made the subject of interesting aud in- 
structive experiments. It used lo be the boast* 
of modern cu'iJixation that ia its march over th<! 
globe it bad conquered Nature and subdued.the 
primeval forests which she had planted for tbe 
highest and most beneUcial ouds. Science is 
beginning to explode this conceit,and is render- 
ing a yrc.it service to mankind by exposing its 
fallacy. 


It is impossible to glance over the climatic 


history of the Old World or the New, without 
discovering that inai-ked changes have taken, 
place, even within Uie period of uuthentieannals. 
There are now nosncli climates in Central Eu- 
rope as were described, with no exaggerated 
pejij by the writers ami warriors who chronicled 
tlie march of the old Roman armies'. Since the 
close of the eifrhtotiiiLh century we read of no 
such spectacle us the fi-coKing over of the Baltic, 
the Xnyder Zi;u, the Hellespont and the Klack 
yeas, which, at various times pmviously, had 
Ijc'cn covejcd with solid bridges of ice. 
Aud if 


we may credit the keen and cautions testimony 
ol' such ob.Mjmuit. historians of American colo- 
nial eliuuiie as Volnoy, Kush,Saniud Williams, 
and .Mr. Jeller.son,th 11$ can be little duubt that 
m the hist ceuUiry the country east of the Aile- 
gliaiiic'i lia* undergone a decided physical dete- 
rioiation. 


Tbe denudation of Ihe soil lias lung since at- 


tracted the serious concern and stimulated the 
most stringuiit legislation of nearly uvery coun- 
try in Ku ope, :Ni,t long since e\p«'rim^nts wer« 
made in Germany which demonstrated the fact 
that the oak tree discharge?, from its leaves 
an amount of evaporation nu-rci than eight times 
as great as the rainfall over the area of soil 
which it shades. 
As this excess of water must 


be drawn up by the touts of the oak from great 
depths, the inference is (hut trees prevent the

Such results can scarcely be attributed toany 


other cause than the partial replacement of the 
natural and necesaary protection which Mother 
Earth demands, it' weuoitld have her remain 
healthy und prolinc. It has been sometimes con- 
tended that scientific researches do not establish 
a climatic change in any part, of tlie United 
Status for the i«st live decides, of more than 
thru*1 or four degrees of temperature, aud that is 
scarcely worth notice.

Briggs, L. <x. Clark, and other Bohemians of 
greater or less degree. Hence Motley failed iu 
good company. 
Ill van; was the only editor 


who was saving money, though a few were 
making a living, which was considered doing 
well. Mr. Motley's dime novel is now forgot- 
Len, anil his subsequent success shows how 
much a writer can improve will1, study and 
practice. U is well known that some of onr 
best authors commenced in a manner so feeble 
as to afterwards surprise themselves. Cooper's 
first novel, '• Precaution," was a failure, and is 
n it printed in the regular edition. Tlie poet 
Shelley also published two novels in his youth, 
which ait1, never seen among his works. By- 
ron's "Hours of Idleness'' is another illustra- 
tion.
